The impression was very strong and very genera! 
on the streets to-day that the proceedings instituted 
yesteraay against Lawrence Harrigan, Chief of 
Police, is to be a mere matter of form, preliminary 
to a certain result. and that the object to be at- 
tained is the destruction of Mr. Harrigan, politi- 
cally speaking, without regard for the interests of 
the public. Of course such a theory implies that 
a majority of the members of the Police Board are 
committed to this arrangement, but people do not 
always reason thus far m formiag their con- 
clusions, and the bebef of a conspiracy is harbored 


by meo whose respect for the Board is such that 
they would not for a moment charge its members, 
or any of them. with being conspirators. All of the 
gentienien conipo-iug the Board are of good stand- 
ing unte community, and ali of them expressed a 
desire, when they entered upon the duties of their 
positions, ſo iguore the old feuds and wrangles 
which bad done so much to demoraiize the force 
in years past, When the report was circu- 
late that Governor Marmaduke would see to it that 
Chief Harrigan was removed, several of the com- 
missioners and some of the closest friends of the 
Governor made haste to assure the public that the 
Chief would not be disturbed, so long as he at- 
temied properly to the duties of his office, and that 
his salety depended—vot upon events or charges of 
ten years azo, but upon the record 
he ~- should make heneeforward.

The third charge is one of inefficiency in the mat- 
terof abolishing poker-rooms and policy sho 
The general public, which has beeh congratulating 
it-elf on the abolition of professional gambling in 
St. Louis, will find it difficult to give credence 
to this charge. That the crusade against poker 
rooms and policy shops was so steady and 
vigorous as to border on the offense of invasion of 
private rights is a matter of newspaper record, as 
it provoked some loud protests at times from 
social poker parties, whith the law pever intended 
to reach. That there have been poker games in 
hotel rooms and otuer private rooms from time to 
time there can be no denial, but that 
because the have not always been 
spotted immediately gnd the players arreated 
is readily understood en the danger of making 
a mistake and involving the city in a heavy damage 
suit is considered. 

Tue fourth charge is that the Chief suspended 
detectives Leonard and Browning, but failed to pre- 
fer charges against them. The facts of the Leon- 
ard case are in the knowledge of the ost- Dis- 
PATCH, and if the other charge: have no stronger 
foundation than this, then the proceeding is frivo- 
lous indeed. Mr. Leonard was named for detective 
at the instance of a gentleman who had interested 
himseif in Major Harrigan's appointment as Chief, 
who Was anxious that the administration should be 
a success, and who knew that Leonard was thor- 
oughly posted on the profess onals in lottery, 
policy and poker. One day about a year ago, or 
prolably less,the gentleman who had thus be- 
iriended Leonard, was informed by two parties— 
one of them a lawyer, representing a 
contraband lottery establishment, that n- 
ard had collected money from some 
lottery men under promise that he would protect 
them and had subsequentiy raided them, He 
asked if the informants would substantiate this 
charge, and they said they would just as goon as 
the affidavit of the men who paid the money could 
be obtained. The gentlemun spoke to an attache of 
the Post-Dispatca about the matter, and it was 


agreed that 
CHIEF HARRIGAN 

should be informed and put on his guard until the 
charge could be looked into. Accordingly the 
gentieman m question visited the Cnief, and 
laid the matter before him. He was astonished at 
the statement, and, saying he could not stand on 
that sort of a powder mine, he sent for Leonard. 
Under promise from the gentleman who had 
brought the information, and who had recommend- 
ed Leonard, that he would lose ne time in procur- 
ing the evidence if it was procurable, the Chief tem- 
porarily suspended Leonard, telling him that he 
would invesiugate tue case bimse!f before prefer- 
ring charges. ‘Lhe suspension continued for a few 
days, by which time tne parties who had started the 
story against Leonard had backed out, declinia 
to substantiate it. As soon as the Chief learne 
this he called Leonard into his office, reinstated 
bim, and told bim that there was nothing against 
him. It would be very strange, therefore, if be- 
cause he took precautions to protect the service 
and at the same time to avoid doing an injury to an 
innocent officer by announcing an undeserved sus- 
pension, the Chief were to be punished. 
Detective Browning, it is said, was suspended by 
Chief of Detectives burae, for making an illegal 


arrest. 

Tue fifth charge is that the Chief notified keepers 
of poker rooms that if they failed to close and stay 
closed they would be raided, but failed to arrest 
them for past offenses. It does not seem to have 
occured to the prosecution that an officer may be 
morally certain that a poker game is running, and 
may serve notice upon its owner to close it up, 
without ac the same time having legal evidence 


to convict. 

The sixth ch ‘is that the Chief received 
$50) from the Pacific Express Company 
in connection with the great rovbery case. The 
Express Company explains that whatever mouey 
was furnisned the Chiet was furnished for the leg- 
itimate purpose of obtaining evidence in that case, 
and that it was expended according to its purpose. 

The seventh charge alieges an illegal arrest and 
imprisonment. In the absence of details, it will 
probably be estimated by the character of the 
other charges. 

The eight and ninth charges are general, alleging 
connivance at gambling, aud covering the same 
ground as charge three. 

Enough has been shown in the above to make it 
plainly apparent that the man who preferred the 
charges was more intent on “making a case, than 
on knowing aod stating the truth coacerning the 
matters he refers to, 

There are those who think that the movement 
has a triple purpose. That it is intended, first, to 
effect Hui rigan's removal, second, to prevent Har- 
rigan's appointment as U. Marsual, 
aud, third, to secure the reinstatement of Mr.

„Charger Price. 


C. W. Price, who prefers the charges against 
Harrigan, was put upon the police force during the 
administration of Chief McDonough in 1877. He is 
an Englishman by birth, and came to America with 
Tom Allen, the well-known pugilist. Price, was for 
some time after his arrival in St. Louis, Allen's 
protegee. Price was tae barkeeper in the old 
ventas avenue which 

n 


Tom kept prime, 
and was, of course, known about the 
city as the associate of the thugs and roughs who 
frequented that place. When he was put upon the 
police force he was assigned to duty in the mounted 
district, where he was on duty until Ferd Kennet 
became Chief of * — 2 Ad gg oy — 
his promotion was phenome rapi rapid, 
that at the time the most mysterious intimations 
were given of an underbold _ Price was au 
posed to have on the Chief. was denied at the 
time and since, and, as it was ot 
established by those who asserted it but little atten - 
tion was paid to it. As soon as Kennett became 
Chief he took Price into the Central office and made 
him a Sergeant. A couple of months later Prices 
was promoted toa captaincy, and the talk about 
him me even more pronounced. It was pointed 
out that there were a number of more deservin 
sergeants on the roils of the Police Departmen 
than Price, but this made no difference about his 
appointment He was promoted over the 
heads of men who had been long in 
the service, and whose antecedents and character 
were allove reproach. The appointment caused a 
great deal of dissatisfaction in che department, 
wherein Price was by no means popular, and the 
criticisms 2 it. and the feelings evoked by it, 
were really the prime cause of Ferd Kennett's sub- 
sequent trouble in the department. Nobody ever 
could tell why Price was ever made a sergeant or a 
capiain, and the efforts to explain the mysterious 
influence which caused these light- 
ning transformations resulted in iving 
Kenneit a great deal of trouble, and finally in 
putting him out of the Chiefship. Very short! 
after Kennett was no longer able to protect his 
appointee, charges of inefficiency were preferred 
against him. The Board gave Price an o rtnnity 
to accept a reduction toa sergeantcy, buf this grace 
he declined, insisting B. 5. being tried upon the 
charges. When the trial came on Price desired to 
be reprepsented by consel, but this being contrary 
to custoin, was notallowed.

THE PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 


Financial and Other Important Reports 
Submitted This Morning. 
CINNINNATI, Onto, May 30.—At the Presbyterian 
General Assembly this morning a report was made 
on the Presbyterian Alliance held last year in Bel- 
fast, Ireland. A letter was read from 


the Free, Independent Church of Bo- 
hemia. The Council appointed a 
standing committee, one section to be in Great 
Britain, and ene in America, involving an outlay of 
$6,000 per year, this country’s share being $1,950. 
A committee on feeble churches on the Continent 
of Europe was aso appointed, which is to raise 
$25,000. of which 510,000 is expected from 
the Presbyterian Church of this country. 
The Committee onthe Board of Aid of Colleges 
and Academies reported that the total receipts 
for the year were 049. Seven new institu- 
tions have expended $174,700 upon their own prop- 
— $16,014 has been given them by the 
boar 

The narrative of the state of religion wits 
read, showing a gratifying growth throughout 
entire world. The report on necrology was read, 
showing that 102 ministers had died during the 
year, one of these was 100 years old, two over 90 
and forty-five over 70 years of age. Fifty-five of 
these were not in the active work of the ministry, 
having been laid aside mostiy from the infirmity of 
age. The report of the General Assemblys trustees 
shows that the total receipts for the year 
were $87,388; expenditures $84,820, and that 
there is credited to the State Cierk $318,521. The 
report on the Presbyterian House of Philadelphia 
indicates that the tota] receipts were $21,610, and 
total expenditures $20,820. The annual report of 
the State Clerk showed that ‘$39,927 had been re- 
ceived by him, and that $39,167 had been expended, 
The committee recommended that $300 be added 
to his salary this year because of the extra labor 
performed by him.

Theodore Hunt Taken to the St. Vin- 
cent’s Asylum by His Friends.

Very few people in the city have been better 
known than Theodore Hunt; he wasa grandson of 
Mrs. Anna Hunt, the sister of James 
H. Lucas, and he is the eldest son of 
Chas. L. Hunt. He married about ten years 
ago Miss Booth, the daughter of W. Booth, the 
real estateagent. Three boys, the eldest 9 and the 
youngest 1, are the result of thatunion, Mr. Hunt 
has one brother. Mr. Wilson P. Hunt, and one 
sister, Miss Mary Hunt.

‘the large Eastern cities to discuss the problem 
of municipal reform they generally incline to 
the restriction of suffrage by means of a prop- 
erty qualification as the obvious and practical 
olution, If there were in their favorite rem- 
edy any of the virtue they claim for it the 
highest development of that virtue would be 
found in the political organization of society on 
the joint stock plan—so much stock, so many 
votes—no stock, no votes. But the most vil- 
lainously managed corporations in this country 
have been the joint stock corporations in 
which there were no pauper votes; in which 
the small stockholders have almost invariably 
been robbed by the big ones. The fortunes of 
Gobi and his kind have not been made by 
using the pauper vote to rob municipal cor- 
porations, but by manipulating meetings 
of stockholders and the votes of di- 
rectors to overreach shrewd investors. 
The worst abused municipal corporation 
has suffered less from rings than the 
corporations which have been governed 
wholly by votes resting on a property qualifi- 
cation, and has suffered more from the corrup- 
tion of State Legislatures than from the cor- 
ruption or ignorance of its own voters. Every 
attempt to take the control of a city’s local 
affairs out of the hands of its own masses has 
instituted ring rule and stimulated rapacity. 
And nothing could be more impracticable than 
the restriction of suffrage to a class by the dis- 
franchisement of another class of voters. The 
political development of this country has 
always moved in the opposite direction, and to 
reverse that movement without convulsing 
society would be a political impossibility. The 
many will not voluntarily surrender the ballot- 
box to the few, and will resist every inch of 
disfranchisement as if it were a great stride 
towards oligarchy. The ruling forces of our 
national life tend, to widen rather than to 
narrow the basis of suifrage, and this tendency 
is confirmed as experience teaches us more and 
more that corruption works boldly and effect- 
ively in small and select bodies, but stands 
abashed and powerless before the multitude.

THE appearance ofa great number of ice- 
bergs in the path of the European steamers at 
this time of year, or laterin the season, has 
generally been associated with just such un- 
seasonably cool and moist weather as we are 
having now in the United States.

Perhaps the ice can float so far 
south in cool seasons only, butit is probable 
that we are indebted to this drift fora lower 
temperature than we should have had without 
it. A great change of temperature suddenly 
felt by the sailors has saved many a ship from 
collision with an unseen iceberg at night or in 
foggy weather. When the Atlantic is dotted 
all over with them, the influence onthe tem- 
perature of the atmospher$ and of the Gulf 
stream may suffice to affect the climate for a 


time over half the continent.

EUROPEAN NOTES. 


The Parliamentary recess naturally has the ef- 
fect of suspending, or at least moderating, popular 
discussion of the Anglo-Russian question. The 
ministry seems to have taken good care to leave 
everybody. except the contracting parties, very 
much in the dark as to the terms of agreement 
concerning Afzhanistan; thereby giving thé oppo- 
sition no reliable point of attack. and obtaining the 
benefit of the two weeks’ delay, which may help 
the situation. But there is, in ali quarters, very evi- 
dent signs of dissatisfaction. The average Eu- 
glishman feels, and is justified in so feeling, 
that England has deen, or is _ being, 
placed in a false position; that she is play- 
ing second fiddie, instead of first violin, in 
the international orchestra, and is suffering ac- 
cordingly in that prestige which is an essential ele- 
ment of national power. We believe that if the 
matter were submitted to avote of the people ef 
the three kingdoms, Russia would be compelled to 
retire at once to the line occupied by her Afghan 
army three months ago—or fight. As the case 
stands, she will not retire, and is not likely to fight; 
for nothing is apparently more certain than that 
Gladstone will yield almost everything short of 
Herat to avoid a warfor which he has no taste, 
and, if possible. less ability. Russia, of 
course, is much too shrewd to push 
her demands to a point where Gladstone 
would be unable to resist the popular clamor; but 
that, in one way or another, she will make the most 
out of his anti-war sentiment may be taken for 
granted. In this connection we may mention, as 
somewhat significant, the recently broached idea 
that the best place to resist the Russian advance 
upon India is in India itself—not in Afghanistan; 
and the champiovs of this idea talk eloquentiy 
about the vast resources of the Indian Empire in 
men and money, and the enthusiasm with wh 
the natives would rally to the support of English 
rule against foreign invaders.” The slightly 
important fact that the English themselves 
are “foreign invaders” is altogether ignored: 
as is also the equally important fact 
that the English rule is cordially hated by nine- 
tenths of the native population—which hatred 
broke out in a gigantic rebellion less than thirty 
years ago. If England resolves to fight Russia in 
India, then, sooner or later, India will change 
masters, 

The abandonment of the Soudan is, in the present 
suspension of the Russian business, attracting new 
attention, and it will bear a good deal of the sharp- 
est sort of criticism. The critics say, an! with 
more truth than exagzeration: “The precious 
blood of Gordon, Stewart, Earle, Burnaby and 
hosts of others less renowned, and of the thou- 
sands of brave Arabs who died in defense of their 
country, cries out against the Government which has 
shed it for naught. Way was the awful sacrifice 
demanded if it was to bring nothing in return? 
Why was the Soudan war begun it it was so sud- 
denly to reach such lame and impotent conclusion?” 
And those responsible for the wretched waste of 
life and treasure, this unbroken succession of 
bloody blunders, will find it more than difficult to 
answer the critics. For a man of peace, Gladstone's 
hands are very red—and the crimson stains can 
never be entirely wash ed away. 

Parnell—who is even farther from bein · 
“smashed” than El Mahdi—is busy arranging his 
plans for the general elections in November. 
He is picking out dis best men for 
nomination in those boroughs now rep- 
resented by Tories or Liberals, and it is 
conceded that many of these will be captured. In 
the South and West ot Ireiani he will, of course, 
have things very much hisown way; thereby se- 
curing under the new franchise law seventy or 
eighty members instead of about forty now m 
Parliament. Whatever gains he makes in the North 
and East will be just so much extra; and we may 
be sure that the force thus gathered in the new 
Parliament under this bold aad able leader will be 
“played for all it ig worth.” Viewed in the light of 
Parnell's masterly strategy and constantly grow- 
ing power, such cbild’s play performances as the 
late royal tour in Ireland look more supremely ri- 
diculous than ever. 

Mr. Lowell has at last made his farewell address 
to the British public, and the British press is full of 
graceful lamentations over his approaching de- 
parture. It Lowell should get tired of living in 
America, England would de very glad to give him a 
permanent home. He has captured the Eng lian 
heart as n> American ever did before or is likely to 
do for a long timetocome. Meanwhile, Minister 
Phelps is settling down to housekeeping, and won- 
dering, probably, when he -will have a chance to} 
unveil some bust of poet or philosopher—and there 
by tread, however humbly, in the steps of his illus- 
trious predecessor. 
Victor Hugo dead is quite as lively as was Victor 
Hugo living. He is to have a grand and gorgeous 
funeral next Monday at public expense, and the 
Red Republicans have declared their intention of 
turning out en masse, with the red flag and other 
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petty and pious squabbling will not, let us hope, 
dist@ro' the slumbers of the greatest Frenchman 
this century bas produced. Fur beyond the reach 
of praise or blame, of fame or ob!oquy, what mat 
ters it to him whether his dust reposes under roof 
of marble and gold, or is flung into the sea he 
loved so well! But the apot of earth which that dust 


} could not consecrate by its presence, must indeed be 


steeped in the waters of the bottomless pit. 

The health of Emperor William is still very pro- 
carious, and gives cause for serious alarm. But the 
ancient and honorable historical relic has been 80 
very sick so very often, and always recovered just 
when expected to die, that nobody is prepered to 
believe he will do otherwise now. Still when a 
man, however tough, is well up in the octogenarian 
scale, be is liable to depart at shortest notice. The 
death of William, whenever it occurs, will open the 
door for innumerable political possibilities. 
He has done much which his successor 
cannot do if he would—perhaps would not if he 
could. The father belongs to the old Germany, and 
in most things has acted in harmony with old prin- 
ciples and precedents, The son belongs to new 
Germany, and must act with it, or risk the results 
of swimming against the current. 

Italy is not sure whether she. wants to undertake | 
the keeping of the Soudan elephant or let that eccen- 
trio and expensive anima! run loose. The heat at 
Massowah is already sufficient to cook an egg with- 
out the assistance of fire; sickness has broken out 
among the Italian troops; graves are rapidly 
filling with Italian dead; and the home journals are 
beginning to ask the Government what business 
Italy has in the Soudan anyhow. This pertinent 
and puzzling question is liable to ‘be answered any 
day by the withdrawal of the garrison at Massowah, 
and the abandonment of an enterprise which never 
should have been undertaken, It is said that the 
Pope has appointed Rev. Dr. Walsh Archbishop of 
Dublin. If so, it remains to be seen to what extent 
Dr. Walsh can please the English Government 
without displeasing the Irish people.

Show the average person ‘a flus picture, a fine 
siatue, a fine landscape, or anything of superior 
excellence, and the chances are that, instead of ad- 
miring it, he will immediately proceed to tell you 
of some other thing of the same or similar sort, 
which he considers much finer. Whether bis esti- 
mate of the relative fineness be right,or wrong, you 
annot help feeling that he is not an impartia! 
udge of the merits of the object before him; that 
he is more anxious to let you know what he has 
geen, or heard about, than to recognize the claims 
of what is then under his eye. This is really a 
wlendid Exposition, Mr. A.” “Yes, it will do very 
well; but, Mr. B., were you at the World's Fair in 
London, or the Paris Exposition in 1867, or our 


Centennial in Philadelphia? These were so much 


better, you know.” Perhaps you don't know ft, 
but at any rate this species of “damning with faint 
praise’ does not encourage a continuance of the 
conversation.

The Expo- 
sition need not fear comparison with any prede- 
cessor, however illustrious, What it may 
jose in one department it will gain 
in another, thereby maintaining a general average 
of meritinferior to none.

A FINANCIAL FAILURE. 
Jam not sure that any exposition has been an un- 
equivocal financial success to the originators, and 
perhaps from the nature of the case none ever 
tan be; but in the present instance several causes 
have contributed to reduce the receipts below a 
paying margin. First and foremost, in my opinion, 
isthe patent fact that expositions are no longer a 
novelty; om the contrary, decidedly the reverse. 
The business has been overdone at home and 
abroad, and we skall have to wait until a new 
generation arrives fora revival of popular interest 
and its accompanying boom.“ Second, the Ex- 
position was opened before it was ready; conse- 
qently those who came early were more or less 
tsappointed, expressed their disappointment in 
pint or otherwise, and so gave the enterprise a bad 
hme which it has never been able to entirely over- 
come. If the opening had been delayed until 
everything was in proper shape, this unfortunate 
result would have been avoided. A third unfavor- 
thle element was suggested by a city friend, 
thus: “New Orleans is a long way from 
everywhere; a sort of jumping-off place, from 
vhich the stranger must either jump, or retrace 
bis steps. Other cities have attractive neighbors to 
tssist them, but we have nothing except poor old 
Nobile; so only those persons from a distance have 
cme here who were content to see the big shew 
ind then go back home.”

This gloomy view was ‘brightened a Ilttle by the 
accompanying suggestion that a liberal influx of 
Northern energy, enterprise and capital might help 
matters, but neither of us could see exactly how 
this desirable accession could be obtained. Howev- 
er, I havea firm faith in the ultimate come 
out of New Orleans. Perhaps this faith is largely 
due to old associations, but Icannot believe a city 
so exceptionally favored by nature, and with such 
a long and strong start in the race of progress, is 
doomed to stop, sit down and be an idle spectator 
of the triumphant advance of younger and less fa- 
vored rivals. I do believe that New Orleans has a 
future, and a brilliant one—worthy of her position 
and her past. She has had enough, even since the 
war, to crush the hope and vitality out of a dozen 
ordina cities; and the fact that she has not 
only survived the terrible ordeal, but has the ambi- 
tion and the ability to devise and execute such a 
monumental work as the Exposition, is,to me, an 
abundant guaranty of the final fulfillment of a 
magnificent destiny. The city which Bienville 
founded, Jackson saved, and this Exposition has 
glorified, is reserved fora higher and better pur- 
pose than the ornamentation of a Louisiana 
swamp.

The Prospét' of a Good Corn Crop in 
Illinois and Missouri. 

Ciao, III., May 30.—The Times this morning 
prints an extensive report on the prospects for the 
corn crop of 1885 throughout the Northwest, In 
Dlinois, the area of corn will be larger than last 
season, Owing to the large extent of wheat that was 
winter killed. There is much complaint that the 
seed planted does not germinate and various 
causes are assigned, Some attribute the poor stand 

of corn to the cold weather during the past winter, 
which is believed to have destroyed the life of the 
germ. The season, since planting began, has been 
cold and unfavorable for the growth of corn, and 
the majority of farmers have been compelled to 


replant two and three times. The 
root-worm has done great damage to corn 
this season, in portions of Central Illinois. 
Professor Forbes. State Entomologist. reported to the 
State Department of 7 to-day that he had 
ust examined a fleld of 100 acres of corn, that had 
n completely destroyed by this insect, of which 
comparatively little is known. The supply of old 
corn in farmers’ hands is quite limited, owing to 
the long, cold winter,which necessitated the fee ng 
of near y one-third more thanin average seasons, 
There is still much inquiry for seed corn in Central 
IHinois, and the planting season will extend to the 
middle of June. Thespring season opened rather 
late in Nebraska, but corn-planting was little, if 
any, later than usual. The early spring days were 
t gro , but suitable for plowing. and corn 
wad planted on time. In Lancaster and De 3 
Counties the area of corn planted exceeds that o 
last spring by at least 15 2 dent. The season has 
been favorable as a rule, th hough frequent rains in- 
terfered somewhat. Now ny oy Seo the corn is Sack.

ONE OF THE FATHERS, 


A Notable Contribution to American 
Biography. 


Prof. Hosmer's Life of Samuel Adams 
*-The Helmsman of the Revolution— 
A Politician of the Colonial Days. 


Samper Apams. By James K. Hosmer, Professor in 
Washington University, St. Louis, Mo. Boston: Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co. (American Statesmen Series.) 

Some of the volumes in this, on the whole, valu- 
able series have been more or less severely criti- 
cised, with what measure of justice we do not now 
care to inquire; but the latest contribution is cer- 
tainly one of the best, and will be most cordially 
praised by those who have given it the most care- 
ful examination. Professor Hosmer is exception- 
ally well qualified for his task, which, to him, has 
deen really “a labor of love.“ He is a scion of that 
sturdy New Engiand stock which contributed ‘so 
largely in the council and in the field, in purse and 
in person, to the events which lost Old Englan?¢ 
her American colonies. One of his 
ancestors, a colonel in the French war, was sent by 
the town of Concord to the Massachusetts As- 
embly, and there vigorously supported Samuel 
Adams in the long struggle which finally ended in 
the expulsion of the royal Governors Bernard and 
Hutchinson. His great grandfather was captain of 
the minute men at the Concord fight, and in post- 
revolutionary days sat for that town in the Massa- 
chusetts Senate while Adams was presiding officer. 
To these hereditary qualifications Professor Hos 
mer adds a ripe scholarship, and a natural taste, 
thoroughly cultivated, for historical research, He 
bas not only availed himself of the vast mass of print- 
ed matter at his command, but through the kind- 
ness of the venerable George Bancroft has had the 
inestimable advantage of a large collection of origi- 
nal manuscripts and letters from the pen of Adams. 
‘This superabundance of material has been judi- 
ciously utilized in every respect. Nothing of real iu. 
terest and importance is omitted; nothiug uniaterest- 
ing or unimportant inserted. There is no padding.“ 
no “fine writing; simply a clear, strong, impar- 
tial narrative,based upon indubitable facts, and the 
reader, if he reads as he ought to, will gain not only 
anample knowledge of the subject of the biogra- 
phy, but of the various influences, political, commer- 
cial and social, which confributed to the most mem- 
orable achievements of tag eighteenth century 
perhaps of all the centuries. 

Bancroft says: Samuel Adams, the helmsman of 
the revolution at its origin, the truest representative 
of the home rule of Massachusetts in its town meet- 
ings and General Court.“ Jefferson wrote: I have 
always considered him (Adams) more than any 
other man the fountain of our important meas, 
ures. John Fiske says: A man whom Plutarch. 
if he had only lived long enough, would have de- 
lighted to include in his gallery of worthies~a man 
who, in the history of the American Revolution, is 
second only to Washington—Samuel Adams.” Yet 
for various reasons the fame of Samuel Adams has 
never been nearly equal to bis deserts, and, what is 
stranger still, has been overshadowed and almost 
eclipsed by that of his cousin John Adams. The 
public services of the latter were unquestionably 

great, but they were hardly more than 
supplemental to those of the former. Dur- 
ing the momentous period when the Revo- 
lution was, so to speak, brewing, some other man 
might easily have filled the place of John, but 
where was the man who could have beena fitting 
substitute for him whom John called the wedge 
of steel which split the knot of lignum vite that 
tied America to England.” 

In the opinion of George III. and his ministers, 
New England led the American revolt, Massachu- 
setts led New England, Boston led Massachusetts, 
ard Samuel Adams led Boston. He was, according 
to Hutchinson, “the arch conspirator’’—the “first 
man that publicly asserted the independency of 
the colonies upon the kingdom.“ Born of Puritan 
parents of strictest sect, September 16, 
O. 8. 1722, he received his earliest 
education in the public school of 
the town, from which he passed to Harvard, where 
he was graduated in 1740. Obtaining the degree of 
Master of Arts three years later, the thesis he pre- 
sented showed plainly the bent of his inclinations: 
“Whether it be lawful to resist the Supreme Magis- 
trate, if the Commonwealth cannot otherwise be 
preserved.” The pulpit, to which the parental 
wishes urged him,- was evidently not the proper 
place for the youngster who, at 21, was thus ques- 
tioning the fundamental principles of Government. 
He studied law for a while, then entered a count- 
ing-room, began business for himself and failed, 
and at last became his father’s partner in a malt 
house. But for mercantile pursuits of any sort, he 
had neither taste nor talent; all his instincts and 
powers were in the direction of politics, 
and when, in October, 1765, he took his seatin the 
Massachusetts Assembly as one of the members for 
Boston, he fairly began that active public life which 
lasted unbroken almost until his death, thirty-eight 
years later. From beginning to end he was always 
a poor man; so poor that only the thrift and energy 
of his wife kept the wolf from the door,” and he 
was often indebted to his friends for a new suit of 
clothes. In 1766, he was elected clerk of the As- 
sembly, at a salary of $500 per annum, and this 
small sum was his sole support in the way of money 
until he went to Congress at Philadelphia. If 
chronic impecuniosity ever disturbed his mental 
equaminity, the world never knew it. He 
gave himself so utterly to the cause 
of his country that everything else 
was as nothing to him; and not even his bitterest 
enemies dared to hint that his poverty might encour- 
age the temptation of corruption. He was as bon- 
estas he was poor, else he might have sold his 
patriotism in the British market at the highest 
price. 

Zam“ Adams, to use the popular designation, 
was a consummate politician; no abler one, in his 
department, ever lived. Someofhis ability came 

by inberitance from bis father, who figured prom- 
inently in the affairs of Boston, and,as early as 
1724, helped to establish; among the ship-builders 
of the North End, what was known asthe “Caulk- 
ers’ Club” —whenee the immortal “caucus’—for 
the avowed purpose of “laying plans for intre- 
ducing certain persons into places of trust and 
power The son, with larger brains and greater 
opportunity, improved upon the father's 
methods; but he could not have done the 
mighty work forever associated with bis name had 
not a mighty tool been ready forhis hand, That 
tool was the town meeting, the legitimate and 
lineal descendant of the ‘‘Folk-mote;" that discus- 
sion of public business’ by the assembled people 
which Professor Hosmer rightly calls the 
primordial cell of a free Anglo-Saxon State.” In 
the earliest records of the Teutonic race, the Folk- 
mote appears, and in England, long after the com- 
ing of William the Conqueror, it canbe clearly 
traced. Its central idea was so deeply inbedded in 
the English mind, that though the practical appli- 
cation hdd long been suspended in England, the 
idea itself crossed the ocean with the] 
colonists, was by them planted in the 
congenial soil of «that barren shore, and 
there quickly grew into the town-meeting; an insti- 
tution the value and results of which limited space 
will not permit us even to glance at it, 8 
meeting reached its highest perfection in New 
England, and of all the towns in New England, in 
Boston; which, from its foundation to its incorpora-

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blies, and in 1764 the dominant spirit. 
From 1764 until the revolution opened a broader 
sphere he was the ruler of Boston, in spite of all 
that royal governors and royal generals could do to 
the contrary, The manner of his ruling was as 
wise as it was peculiar. He rarely, except in very 
grave emergencies, came openly to the front, leav- 
ing the post of honor to clever instruments or at- 
tractive figure-heads, and doing his work through 
them. This was not from lack of courage, morul 
or physical, for he was insensible to fear, but be- 
cause he knew human nature, and knew how to 
humor its weaknesses for the sake of the ends he 
sought to accomplish. But whoever he employed 
or put forward, the reins were alwaysin his own 
hands; he himself was ever the power behind the 
throne greater than the throue itself.“ A man 
who could do good service in the cause never es- 
caped hig watchful eye or missed his helping hand. 
John Adams, John Hancock and Joseph Warren 
were, to a certain extent, at Jeast, his proteges, and 
they, and many others of lesser note, often did his 
bidding without knowing it. 

We cannot, of course, attempt the briefest sketch 
of what Samuel Adams did by and through the 
Boston town meeting. Enough to say that at the 
very outset of the troubles with the mother coun- 
try he saw what the end would be, and labored 
with untiring zeal to reach that end—National In- 
dependence. When, on the 19th of April, 1775, 
the guns of  Lexingten and Concord 
sounded in his ears, he exclaimed to Han- 
cock: “Oh, what a glorious morning is 
this!’ To him it was the morning long prayed for, 
long toiled for—the dawn of American nationality. 
We have quoted Jefferson's estimate of his services 
in the Continental Congress, but his life-task was 
virtually done when that body formal declared 
the independence of the thirteen colonies, After 
the war he seldom occupied a position of wide in- 
fluence, as compared with his former career; though 
he was Lieut t-Governor of Massachusetts, and 
Governor from 17938 to 1797, when he retired. from 
public tife at the age of 75. His intense jealousy of 
unrestricted power, even when delegated 
by the “people, and his equally in- 
tense Puritanism, led him to oppose 
some popular measures; for which opposition 
he paid the usual penalty. But he never lost the 
confidence and respect of his fellow-citizens, and 
though political hatred followed him to the grave, 
and denied him even there the honors that were his 
due, succeeding have gratefully recog- 
nized his incomparable services to the unborn na- 
tion and to the nation in its cradle. Boston has 
raised a monument of bronze to her greatest son; 
but a better, if not more lasting, memorial of the 
character and deeds of Samuel Adams, is the mod- 
est book which has inspired this article.

AMONG THE TA 


What Sights One Sees af the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard. 


we 


Objects of Interest Aboard the Alba- 
tross—How Strange Flowers and 
Monstrosities Are Dragged Up From 
the Ocean's Bottom—A Brief Trip of 
Inspection Through a Saucy Little 
Monitor. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasuinaron, D. C., May 25.—Yesterday was the 
first reasonably cool day that Washington has ex- 
perienced for a week or more; and as every other 
resort of interest, except the churches, which 
made but a brief demand on one’s time, was closed 
to the public, I visited the Navy Yards. The name 
is as pretentiousas it is important; for without it 
there might be some difficulty in determining the 
identity of the place. The yards are reached by a 
trip through Old Washington, and lie something 
over a mile from the Capitol. The inclosure is 
somewhat larger, but of the same general charac- 
ter as the Arsenal in St. Louis, and a marine 
sentry guards the portal. It is open to visitors 
without any formality, and once inside they are at 
liberty to roam whither they will. The objects of . 
interest are not as numerous as might be expected, 
but they will repay the investment of half a day's 
time. Our party spent very little time among the 
trophies and relics, the most notable shown them 
being a pair of beautiful cannon, which have a 
strange coincidence in their history. They are 
twins, having been manufactured in Douay early in 
the eighteenth century, and the ornamentation put 
upon them in relief work is in striking contrast 
with the plainness that characterizes the cannon of 
modern manufacture. They became separated soon 
after they were made. and one of them went all 
through the Napoleonic wars, finally finding a place 
of honor among the trophies which were turned 
over to the United States with the Louisiana pur- 
chase. The other twin had an equally remarkable 
history, and was captured by the United States 
troops during one of the battles of the Mexican war. 
When they met again at Washington, their identity 
of style, ornamentationycalibre and inscription as 
to date of manufacture proved their kinship, and 
they have since then occupied a conspicuous posi- 
tion among the Navy Yard curiosities. 

THE ALBATROSS. 

The small but handsome steamship which is in 
the service of the Fish Commission, and the Moni- 
tor,which has for seventeen years been doing guard 
duty for the National Capital, were the unly vessels 
moored at the docks, and both were visited. The 
Albatross was all ready for a start to be made to- 
day on a cruise in deep water. She is operated by 
anaval crew and under naval regulations, and, 
consequently, is a marvel of cleanliness. Any 
housewife who prides herselfon the immaculate 
condition of her floors and furniture can find 
much to discourage her by visiting a naval vessel. 
It is oneof thecleanest things in the world—so 
clean that it makes one fairly tired to look at it 
Very few of the surfaces are painted, but the nat- 
ural wood is as white and the metals are as bright 
as scouring can make them. The cleanest hands 
may handle every rope and knob and banister that 
presents itself, from one end of the ship to the 
other, without being soiled in the slightest. Go 
into the forecastle—a little squatty cabin in the 
forward end of the ship—and you find the ham- 
mocks all standing up in rows, at the sides, lashed 
zuto bundles of such neatness and uniformity as to 
warrant the belief that they must be there for show 
only, and that the lashing is never again to be un- 
done. 

“Are your hammocks always made up this 
way?” was asked of as ailor. 

“Yes, sir; that's regulation.” 

“But how long does it take?” 

“On this ship they are easy on us. In the regular 
naval service we are allowed seven minutes to take 
down our hammocks, lash them and put them 
away. Here they allow us fifteen. Of course, a 
man has to practice a good deal to get it done just 
right, and if any end of a string hangs out, the 
hammock is thrown down and the man who lashed 
it has to do it all over and keep doing it till the 
package is neat. 

The great range where the sailors’ victuals are 
cooked is as bright and handsome as though pre- 
pared for exhibition, and the cook in the neatness

would discounta French expert. The most inter- 
esting feature on the vessel was the trolling appa- 
ratus, by which the ship dredges for corals, vege- 
table growths and specimens of deep-sea animal 
life. A steel cable, somewhat thicker than an 
ordinary clothes line, is coiled around an iron drum 
or cylinder, which is operated by a steam engine, 
and when dredging or trolling is to be done, the 
end of this cable is passed out over a 
series of large pulleys, each of which 
has a strong steel spring attachment, which enabies 
it to “give,” or yield, a few feet under sudden 
strain. The last pulley is fastened high up toa 
mast, so as to enable the cable to swing ciear of all 
parts of the vessel in the dredging process. A 
strong net with heavy sinkers is attached to the end 
of the cable,and the engine “pays out” the coil. 
The net is thus lowered to the bettom of the ocean 
and is dragged for miles, being hauled up at inter- 
vals and examined for specimens. 

“In what depth of water can you operate gatis- 
factorily ? I asked of the sailor who explained the 
workings. 

Well. we have dredged in water over twenty 
five hundred fathoms deep, and we have sounded 
in depths of thirty-five hundred fathoms.” 

“But doesn’t your net get lodged against objects 
on the bottom of the ocean?” 

Ot course, we have to take that risk, but the 
system of springs enables the cable to give a good 
deal, and this sometimes frees the net, yet we fre- 
quently lose the net altogether. We take a num- 
ber of them along every trip, so as to provide 
against that loss.” 

And where have you dredged mostly?” 

“In the Gulf Stream. We have collected some 
very remarkable specimens of fish and of sea vege- 
tation, as I will show you.” 

He led the way to the laboratory, where, in jars 
of alcohol, were exhibited many of the strangest 
looking objects that ever were 

INVESTED WITH LIFE OR MOTION. 
Some of them made it difficult for the observer to 
determine whether they were fish or vegetables, 
and others were more hideous than the devil fish. 
Several beautiful specimens of the star fish were 
in the collection, while fish with wings, and 
fish with faces like land animals, and fish with 
myriad feelers that looked like the fine roots of 
grasses, were on every hand. Many of these had 
probably never been less than a mile under water 
when their homes were invaded by the great net 
which dragged them to the surface. Some speci- 
mens of sea lilies were rarely beautiful, the blos 
som, which had opened under thousands of feet of 
water, being as perfect and delicate as those 
which bloom under balmy south Winds on land. 
Of coral the specimens were rarely beautiful and 
fragile, their formation suggesting the deli- 
cate tracery of Jack Frost. These curiosi-

stood the magnificent pile of polished and costly 
steel through which the vessel is supplied with mo- 
tion. The engines are compound, eo that the steam 
exhausted from the receiving cylinder 
is discharged into a larger cylinder 
where whatever elasticity it still contains 
is utilized before the vapor passes into the con- 

denser. 

8 the water which you take on board here 
supply your engines throughout your trip?” 1 
asked the engineer. : 

“No,” said he, “there is some leakage, neces- 
sarily, and after we have been out about twenty 
days, we have to add a little seawater to our stock. 
That serves to scale our boilers, somewhat, but 
not nearly so bad to use seawater altogether." 

“The propelling screws, being at the rear of your 
vessel, are often lifted out of water by the ship's 
tossing in a rough sea, are they not? I asked. 

»Oh yes, of course.” 

„And in that event doesn't the engine get away 
from you, and wrench itself by too rapid motion?” 

“We used to have trouble that way, but look 
bere.” He showed us what appeared to be a min- 
jature steam engine on a shelf, with a rod which 
could be attached to a valve in the steam pipe. In 
rough water,“ said he, we just attach that rod to 
the valve. There isa pipe running from this ap- 
pliance, or governor, to the stern, where 
the propellers‘ are, and this pipe connects 
with one holding a volume of mercury. 
The minute the stern lifts, and the end of that pipe 
gets out of water, the mercury shifts and shuts off 
steam, so that the engine is caught right in the 
middle of a stroke. It acts as regularly and 
delicately as electricity, and the engine never 
changes her motion however rough the see. 

All of which was one easy lesson in natural 
science. 

We next visited the Monitor, where a bright 
young fellow took us in charge. He led the way to 
the turret, which we entered through one of the 
post holes through which the great guns are fired. 
The wall through which these holes are 
made is 11 inches of solid wrought iron. The tur- 
ret is about 15 feet in diameter, and the two mon- 
ster guns, as big around as small hozs- 
heads, occupy the largest part of the space. Our 
guide showed us how

run these guns back as soon as they are fired; how 
other men swing an eleven-inch standard of iron 
so as to close the port-holes the moment the muz- 
zles of the guns are withdrawn; how a man be- 
low, by use of a lever, con- 
trols the steam which revolves the 
turret, and how the captain and pilot have to 
climb up into a little coop over the guns where, with 
barely room to turn around, they watch the fight 
through small chinks made through the eleven 
inch iron walls of the smaller turret. 

„How does the captain signal the engineer dur- 
ing the terrible noise of an engagement?” was 
asked. 

u show you,” the young fellow remarked as 
he led us to the engin@room and pointed to a series 
of steam whistles. It wouldn't be safe to trust to 
the - engifeer’s hearing any gongs or bells 
during a fight,” said he “so we have 
these steam whistles right by him, and he can't 
help understanding the signals,” 

He then led us into the room under the turret, 
and showed us the powder magazine and the closet- 
like apartments in which the cannon balls are kept. 
During an engagement, he said, fourteen men are 
kept at work carrying bails and powder in bags out 
of the magazine to the room under the turret, 
where seven more men lift the ammunition into 
the turret. All this has to be done in 
the dim light which comes through 
what are termed “deadlights,”. which are small 
heavy glass plates fitted in the floor ot the deck. 
This part of the vessel is surrounded by nine inches 
of wrought iron, and being below water is the 
safest location, except in the event of an explosion. 
After our guide had explained all these things and 
how the vessel looked and acted ina fight, I in- 
cidentally asked him how long he had been in the 
navy. He said one month.

A plunge into these 
tanks isthe first requirement after entrance, in 
order to get as much of the outside filth off as pos- 
sible before the prison garb is put on, and the bath 
must be repeated once a week afterwards. The 
water is adapted for fertilization purposes after 
use.

CLUB CHAT.

The St. Leuis Club's Expenses in New Quar- 
ters—Mercantile Reception. 

The members of the St. Louis Club are on the 
qui vive at present to divine the result of the meet- 
ing at which the proposition to accept the new club 
house must be determined, It has not yet been 
ca lied, but, as the building is nearly ready for oc- 

cupation, and it is expected that the club will move 
in before September, a meeting to arrange the pre- 
iminaries is a matter not to be long deferred. The 
present quarters of the St. Louis Club cost them 
for their annual rental 88.500. The new club house 
will cost them nearly double that amount if 6 per 
cent is paid the syndicate on their inv estment, and 
about $4,500 if 4per cent is paid. This, of course, 
is exclusive of the taxes and insurance on the 
building, which will amount te about 3 per cent on 
$100,000. When, in addition to this, the ex- 
penses of running the club are taken into 
con sideration and the further fact that there is al- 
ways a loss on the restaurant, it will be seen that 
excellent management will be required to keep the 
club on a sound At present the 
me mbersbip is about 250, which represents an in- 
come of ,000 a year exclusive of receipts from 
the restaurant and the initiation of new members. 
W ith an economical m nt, proportioned, of 
course, tq the standard — eneral surroundings 
of the club, this should be cient to make both 
ends meet. But it is said that when the club moves 


into its new quarters the annual dues will be raised

MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 


Proceedings of the Council and House of 
Delegates Last Night. 

Speaker Pro Tem. Temple presided at the meeting 
of the Council last night, eleven members being 
present. A communication from the City Coun- 
selor was read on the subject of the right of the 
city to construct railroad tracks on the levee, charge 
rental for their use and to condemn existing tracks 
for this purpose, giving as his opinion that the city 


could construct and rent tracks, but could not con- 
emn cthers. 

The report of Comptroller Adreon was submitted 
: howing a reduction in the bonded debt during the 
last four years of $401,000. The highest price real- 
ized on the sale of 4 per cent 10-20 renewal bonds 
was 51.017 80, a steady increase during four years. 
Within thé past eight years no floating debt has 
been incurred and the rate of interest has been re- 
duced to 4 per cent, while the time has been short- 
ened to 10-20. Comptroller Campbell's report, giv- 
ing estimates for the current year, followed. The 
— Say were referred to the committee of the 
whole. 

Mr. O'Malley introduced a resolution autborizing 
the committee on the charges against Harbor Com- 
missioner Alt to send for persons and papers. 

Mr. Haines introduced a bill repealing the ordi- 
nance authorizing the city tosprinkle the street 
leading to the Fair Grounds during Fair week, and 
a bill was introduced authorizing the city to issue 
$2,000,000 of bonds to erect a City Hall at Union 
Market. The cable road bill was read for the last 
time and signed. A report was submitted from the 
Committee on Ways and Means authorizing the 
Mayor to give the employes of the Street Depart- 
ment a half soliday on Saturday. 

The meat inspection bill, with amendments, was 
reported and ordered to be printed and made special 
order for next meeting. The Council then ad- 
journed. 


HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 

The House passed the cable road bill unani- 
mously. The water gas bill, with an amendment 
to the effect that consumers shall not have to pay 
for coauecting pipes, was ordered printed and laid 
on the table until next meeting.

Disastrous Work of a Cyclone in Union 
County, N. C. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

RALIdR, N. C., May 30.—News has been received 
here of acyclone in Union County, near Monroe. 
It came from the west, originating about twenty 
miles distant in Steele Creek, Mechlenberg County.

A QUESTION OF IDENTITY.

he case is an action in ejectment, in which the 
plaintiff is Joseph B. Metz and the defendant a 

young man by the name of Hylebrone, alias 
etz. The dispute between the ties is in 
reference to a large farm located in the north- 
eastern part of this State. The defendant in 
the action has been living on the farm for the 
t five years, and is known among the neigh- 
rs as Joseph Metz. Thestory isa long one, 
and adds another illustration in support of the 
declaration that truth is stranger fiction. 
The story of the plaintiff to his lawyer is as 
follows: 

About nine years ago Joseph Metz, a Teuton,’ 
residing in the southern part of Germany, de- 
cided to emigrate to America. In the summer 
of 1875 he, with his good wife .Catharine and 
his tive sturdy boys, started for the United 
States. From the sale of his real estate he re- 
alized about $50,000, and with this sum he was 
able to buy a welltilled farm with a comfort- 
able dwelling in the eastern part of the State, 
and still have a neatamount ot cash besides.

It. a that at 
the time young Metz, the present occupant-of 
the farm, was born, there lived in the vicinity 
of Metz’s place a woman by the name of Mrs. 
Hylebrone. She was employed at various 
times as nurse in Metz’s household, and was 
present at the time young Metz was born. This 
woman made some startling disclosures 
tothe old man Metz just before his death, 
which in substance were about as follows: 

At the time of the birth of the child she also 
had an infant son, and although she was very 
poor she desired that her son should be raised 
in affluence. Asshe had the entire control of 
young Metz, she one night shortly after the in- 
fant’s birth substituted her own child and took 
young Metz to raise. The family never dis- 
covered this, and young Hylebrone grew up to 
manhood as Joseph Metz. She said that she 
had alWays regretted the act, but was afraid to 
tell the truth. The real Metz has always been 
known as her son. The scenes at the father’s 
death-bed when these facts were 
brought out were affecting in 
the extreme, The father refused 
at first to believe the woman’s statement and 
to recognize the young man as his son, but 
finally, by circumstantial evidence, the truth 
of the woman's statement dawned upon him, 
and he received his newly-found son, The 
revelation was as unexpe to the son as it 
was to his father. 

A few days later Mr. Metz died, and after 
waiting a short time in the old country the son 
came to this city to commence proceedings 

ainst the possessor of the estate in America. 

o clain n eject the present occu- 
pant, as the was made to Joseph Metz, 
and he has the facts in his possession to prove 
that he is the party intended. Hylebrone was 
naturally very much surprised when the fore- 
going statement was madetohim. He refused 
to believe it, and declares that there is a con- 
spiracy to defraud him out of his rights. His 
mother is also in the city, having left Germany 
in company with Metz. She says that she is 
very sorry for what she has done, and it will 
be her lifework for the remainder of her exist- 
ence to bring matters out right. When the 
case comes to trial it will probablv be one of 
the most sensational ones ever tried in this 
State. Mrs. Hylebrone, the author of the de- 
ception, is a good-looking German woman, and 
appears to be about 40 years of age. She says 
that her only desire in doing it was to benefit 
her child, and that she did not realize at the 
time the. terrible wrong she was committin 
against the babes. The farm is worth $25, 
as it is in good condition. Metz is married, but 
has no children.

The Romance of a Rochester Girl Who 
Married Count Mitkiewicz.

The Probate Court held at Northampton on 
the 16th instant witnessed the sequel of an in- 
teresting romance in real life, Caroline Mather 
Lester was the daughter of a wealthy Banker 
of Rochester, N. V. She was educated at a 
leading institution in New York City, where 
she became proficient in at least five languages, 
which she could speak and write with fluency. 
She sed great personal beauty and an.ad- 
mirable disposition that made friends of all 
with whom she came in contact. In 15865, on 
the death of her father, she came with her 
mother to Amherst, where she lived with her 
uncle, Prof. Tyler of Amherst College. In 1870, 
in company with her mother, she went abroad. 
While in Paris she made the acquaintance of 
a man who styled himself Count Mitkiewicz, a 
member of the Russian nobility. His name in 
full is Eugene Oscar Emile Constantine Mitkie- 
wicz. He was born in 1850in St. Petersburg, 
and was the third son of Count Ivan Ivanovicz 
Mitkiewicz, an officer of the Russian Court. 
At the time he made Miss Lester’s acquaintance 
he was young and of pleasing address. She be- 
came infatuated with him, and he professed to 
return her love. 

Miss Lester returned to America, and was 
soon followed by the Count, whose love-making 
was of the most ardent character. The young 
‘lady’s friends and relatives were greatly op- 
posed to the match, and did everything in their 
power to break it off, but at length her moth- 
er’s consent having beer obtained, the wedding 
took place on April 30, 1872. The local paper 
printed afew days later gave a glowing ac- 
count of the wedding, which was a most elab- 
orate one. Two marriage ceremonies were 
performed, the first by a Roman Catholic 
eee and the second by Rector Allen of the 

{piscopal Church. The bride was given away 
by the Hon. Lucius Bottwood, and Mrs. Bott- 
wood officiated as bridesmaid. After the wed- 
ding the bridegroom furnished his friends with 
a choice collation of cake, wine and cigars at the 
Amberst House. Afterthe marriage the Count 
and his wife traveled through the country, 
living in the best style, his wife furnishing the 
money to pay the bills. The same programme 
was repeated in several European cities. The 
Count scattered money like a prince. By his 
testimony in court the other day it was proved 
that he had spent some $50,000 from his wife’s 
estate, besides $150,000 advanced by his 
mother-in-law. He was at one time engaged in 
a money-making scheme known as the Rock 
Point Oyster Company,” whose headquarters 
were at Lancaster Wharf, Great Wicomico 
Bay, Potomac River, but his genius was to 
spend money rather than to earn it, and he paid 
little attention to business. In spite of his 
spendthrift ways his wife continued to love 
him, and they were ever an affectionate 
couple. Nine children were born to them, one 
of whom died while the family were in Europe, 
and another, aged 2 years, died a few weeks 
ago, 

“Heats months ago the family came to Am- 
herst to reside, living at the Amherst House, 
Here the Countess, as she was always called 
here, was taken ill and died on April 21. The 
Count is said to have been a devoted husband 
during his wife’s illness, but visitors to the 
local billiard room expressed surprise to see 
him every evening, up to the day of her death 
and afterward, engaged at his favorite game 
of pool, smoking cigarettes, and seemingiy car- 
ing more about the game than all other earthly 
interests.
